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THB  CULDKBS  OF  TUB  SEVENTH  CENTURY. 

The  following  is  in  continuation  of  the  article  from 
the  Churchman,  on  the  ordinations  of  Aidsn,  dtc.  As  it 
admits  very  well  of  division,  we  have  preferred  pub* 
lishing  the  two  parts  separately. 

And  here  the  subject  might,  it  is  thought,  be  safely 
left,  inasmuch  as  upon  the  testimony  of  Bede  him¬ 
self,  the  statement  under  examination  is  found  to 
be  erroneous ;  but  there  are  certain  matters  of  history 
connected  with  this  subject  which  serve  to  illustrate  | 
it  still  more;  and  which  are  called  for  by  the  mistakes 
of  some  who  have  at  intervals,  of  late,  assailed  the  | 
views  of  the  Church  on  the  subject  of  the  Christian 
ministry.  It  has  more  than  once  been  asserted  that 
the  Culdees  in  the  seventh  century,  and  indeed  at  an 
earlier  period,  were  believers  in  the  entire  parity  of 
Christian  ministers;  there  is  error  in  this  assertion. 
The  Culdees  were  Episcopalians,  and  the  fact  may 
be  proved.  The  founder  of  the  Culdees  was  Columba, 
who  was  born  of  illustrious  parents  in  522.  At  the  j 
time  of  his  birth,  monachism  was  established  in  Ire-  j 
land,  and  he  was  educated  in  the  monastery  of  St.  I 
Finian,  at  Clonard.  In  the  year  546  he  founded  the  ! 
monastery  of  Ourrough,  in  Ireland,  and  such  was  the  | 
holiness  of  himself  and  his  followers,  that  Urey  obtained  i 
the  name  of  Culdees.  (Archbishop  Usher’s  “  Brilani- ! 
carum  Ecclestarum  Antiquilates  et  Primordia.”')  As  < 
to  the  meaning  of  the  term,  various  opinions  have  ; 
been  entertained :  it  is  usually  supposed  to  be  a  cor-  / 
ruption  or  contraction  of  the  two  Latin  words,  cultores  I 
Dei;  others  among  the  learned  derive  it  from  the 
words  Ceile-de,  the  servant  of  God  !  this  was  Latinized 
into  Keledeus  and  Colideus,  and  in  English,  Culdees. 
The  Scotch  have  claimed  these  monks  as  having  origi¬ 
nated  among  them  ;  but  the  better  opinion  seems  to  be 
that  they  were  at  first  an  Irish  order,  and  carried  into 
Scotland  by  Columba  himself!  He  imposed  upon  him¬ 
self,  for  a  fault  which  he  had  committed,  a  voluntary 
exile  on  a  mission  to  the  unconverted  Piets.  Bede 
gives  this  account  of  it  in  the  commencement  of  the 
4th  chapter  of  his  3d  book: — “In  the  year  of  the  in¬ 
carnation  of  our  Lord,  565,  there  came  into  Britain  a 
famous  priest  and  abbot,  a  monk  by  habit  and  life, 
whose  name  was  Columb,  to  preach  the  word  of  God 
to  the  Provinces  of  the  Northern  Piets.  Columb  came 
into  Britain  at  the  time  when  Biidius,  the  son  ofMeilo- 
chon  reigned  over  the  Piets : — in  the  9ih  year  of  his 
reign  he  converted  tliat  nation  to  the  faith  of  Christ.” 
The  description  which  Bede  here  gives  is  worthy  of 
especial  notice ;  he  calls  Columb  a  priest,  an  abbot, 
and  a  monk.  Such  an  union  was  unusual  in  the  earlier 
ages  of  the  Church.  The  ancient  monks  rarely  held 
executive  offices  in  the  Church,  as  is  obvious  from  St. 
Jerome  and  many  other  writers:  to  have  been  a  pres¬ 
byter  and  a  monk,  in  the  times  of  Columb,  w'as  per¬ 
haps  not  very  ext rae-d inary ;  but  to  have  added  to 
these  characters  the  office  of  abbot  also,  certainly  pre¬ 
sents  a  rare  union,  and  affords  testimony  to  the  ho¬ 
nourable  esteem  in  which  Columb  was  held.  He  car¬ 
ried  with  him  on  his  mission  to  the  Piets,  a  reputation 
for  holiness,  eloquence,  learning  and  zeal,  equal  to 
that  of  any  man  of  his  age:  and  indeed  his  biographers 
slate  that  the  reverence  shown  him  was  but  little  in¬ 
ferior  to  that  rendered  to  the  Apostles.  According  to 
Bede,  Bridius  gave  to  bim  tl>e  island  of  Hii,  one  of  the 
Hebrides,  (Jona,)  where  he  founded  a  monastery,  from 
which,  as  we  have  already  seen,  Aidan,  Oswald’s  first 
bishop,  was  taken.  It  was  the  extraordinary  power 
over  this  island  conferred  upon  Columb  by  Bridius, 
which,  it  i.s  believed,  has  occasioned  all  the  mistakes 
upon  the  subj  (.t  of  ministerial  parity  among  the  Cul¬ 
dees.  Entertaiuing  a  reverence  for  Columb  which 
amounted  almost,  if  net  entirely,  to  superstition,  he 
gave  him  uncontrolled  dominion.  This  is  the  state¬ 
ment  of  Bede  upon  the  subject: — “  That  island  has  an  j 
abbot,  who  is  a  priest,  for  its  ruler,  to  whose  direction  > 
the  province,  and  even  the  bishops,  contrary  to  the 
usual  method,  are  subject,  according  to  the  example  of  i 
that  first  teacher,  who  was  not  a  bishop,  but  a  priest 
and  monk.  (Lib.  iii.  ch.  4.)  This  is  the  passage  on 
which  the  claim  agaiust  episcopacy  is  founded.  | 

Here  certain  remarks  present  themselves.  In  the 
first  place,  the  fact  is  clear  from  Bede  that  there  were 
bishops  there;  and  in  the  second  place, that  in  Bede’s 
view  this  arrangement  or  Bridius  was  an  inverson  of 
regular  order  and  practice,  showing  that  he,  at  least, 
perfectly  understood  the  respective  rights  and  duties  of 
bishops  and  priests ;  and,  lastly,  it  is  to  be  remembered 
that  in  a  later  peri^,  the  Bishop  of  Rome  repeatedly 
exempted  abbots  and  monks  from  the  jurisdiction  of 
their  bisbop-^,  but  it  was  never  thence  supposed  that  j 
his  Holiness  overturned  episcopacy.  Archbishop  Usher,  | 
upon  the  authority  of  the  Ulster  annals,  thinks  that 
the  statement  of  Bede  is  here  erroneous,  because  he 
finds  full  proof  in  the  annals  that  a  bishop  always  re¬ 
sided  ill  tiiis  very  monastery.  Such  is  the  fact,  for  it 
was  one  of  the  seats  of  the  only  two  episcopal  sees 
provided  at  that  early  peri»»d  for  that  country;  but, 
notwithstanding  this,  Bede  may  be  perfectly  correct. 
The  true  question  is.  What  was  the  abbot’s  authority 
over  the  bishop? — How  far  did  it  extend  1  to  temporal  | 
and  civil  matters  only,  or  did  it  reach  a  control  over 
the  bishop  in  his  appropriate  official  duties?  This  is 
the  true  question,  and  fortunately  we  are  not  left  to  ^ 
conjecture  for  an  answer.  Bridius  had  conferred  on 
Columb  the  allodiality  of  Hii,  the  temporal  sovereign-  ( 
ty,  (see  Buchanan’s  Scotland,  lib.  i.  p.  29,)  and  had  | 
subjected  the  bishop  to  his  temporal  power,  but  did  not  j 
touch  the  rights  of  the  episcopate;  nor  did  Columb  j 
himself  suppose  that  in  spiritualibus  the  bishop  was 
under  his  control,  as  bis  conduct  will  show.  One  of 
the  successors  of  Ci>lumb,  as  abbot  of  the  monastery, 
was  Adamnanus ;  he  wrote  a  life  of  his  distinguish^  ^ 
predecessor,  and  records  particularly  the  circumstance 
of  the  obedient  submission  which  Columb  himself  ren- ! 
dered  to  a  certain  prelate  at  the  consecration  of  the 
elements  by  him  in  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  sup¬ 
per.  (Adainnan’s  Life  of  Columb,  as  cited  by  Bede.) 

It  was  on  the  passage  of  Bede  mentioned  above,  am¬ 
plified  by  later  writers,  that  Selden  and  Blondel  first 
suggested  the  notion  of  the  Culdee  monks,  who  were 
presbyters  at  first,  ruled  the  Scottish  Church,  and  the 
moilernsof  ourday  have  but  repeated  what  Selden  and 
Blondel  said.  The  history  of  Oswald  which  we  have  , 
seen,  would  have  settled  the  question  at  once,  if  Bede 
tells  the  truth  concerning  Aidan,  who  was  sent  from 
this  very  monastery.  Those  who  are  ciirious  on  this 
subject  may  find  an  unanswerable  refutation  of  Selden, 
&,c.  in  Bisliop  Lloyd’s  “  Historical  account  of  Church 
Government,  as  it  was  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
when  they  first  received  the  Christian  Religion.  ’ 
There  is  one  other  reflection  suggested  by  this  passage 
from  Bede,  which  it  would  be  wrong  to  overlook.  W e 
are  iaformed  that  there  were  bishops  subjects  to  Co¬ 
lumb:  new  who  introduced  them  among  the  Piets? 
Who  could  have  done  it  at  that  early  period  but  the 
man  whe  introduced  Christianity  itself?  And  when 
it  is  remembered  that  that  man  came  from  the  bosom 
of  a  Church  which  claims,  and  with  propriety,  its  de¬ 
scent  from  that  portion  of  the  Greek  Church  which 
settled  in  France,  and  which  certainly  had  bishops; 
the  inference  is  irresistible  that  Columb  himself  was 
an  Episcopalian,  for  there  is  no  proof  that  he  ever  se¬ 
ceded  from  the  ancient  Church  of  Ireland. 

Finan,  who  was  also  of  the  monastery  of  Hii,  suc¬ 
ceeded  Aidan  upon  his  death,  anno  651.  Bede  states 
as  follows : — Finan  succeeded  him  in  the  hUhapsie,
